erclah coffee user pays twice as much 
for handling the coffee after it reach- 
es this country as the German con- 
sumer pays for - similar handling in 
his country. 


The bulk of the coffee consumed in 


both the United States and Germany 
comes from Brazil despite 
the 
fact 


that, only one grade, the Rio, Is known 
by a: Brazilian name. 


Mr." Herman .Sielcken .of New i'ork, 


one of the largest coffee importers In 
the United States, was 
before! 
the 


csmmittee on ship subsidy. He tes- 
tified that tie average pound qf Bra^ 
zilian coffee costs seven and one-half 
cents Banded in. United States, that 
roasting and ^therwise preparing for 
market cost two and one-half cents, 
and that his information -was to the 
effect that the consumer pays twen- 
ty-five cents. He also testified that 
the German consumer pays one mark, 
or twenty-four cents per pound. The 
point in that testimony is that the 
United States charges no 
tariff 
on 


coffee while Germany collects 
eight 


cents per pound. 
, The American consumer will plain- 
ly be dissatisfied and this informa- 
tion will add much to the complaint 
about the cost of living. 


On this' item, the tariff Is clearly 


not gulity. 


It *lso seems likely that the ship 


subsidy plan will get a setback from 
this testimony of Mr. Sielcken.
